Viscount Hayashi's Proposals Cause 
Consternation Among the Korean 
Ministers 



Seoul, .July 24. — A message from 
Chemulpo states that the Japanese 
war' vessels Kasaga, Nitakn, and 
Tsushima arrived there from Ciensan 
at 3 o'clock this morning with many 
bluejackets and provincial troops on 
board, who will como to Seoul. Many 
agitators from tho provinces arc ar- 
riving here. They are not permitted 
to assemble in the city, and therefore 
are meeting in suburban towns, were 
all the soldiers were yesterday detailed 
to disperso them. On account of tho 
prevailing heat and disquiet, tho finan- 
cial archment of the government, and 
and also tho correspondence o£ the 
various government departments, have 
been removed to tho Japanese city to 
Insure their safety from destruction 
by flro. 

Wholesale arrests or subordinates 
leaving tho palace at 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, tho object being to 
intercept possible communications 
from tho former emperor, which might 
throw light on alleged plots. 

Marquis Ito's ottlcial newspaper ex- 
presses satisfaction with the views of 
some of the foreign papers regard- 
ing tho situation in Korea, but' says 
It is. surprised at the impression which 
appears to prevail abroad that Japan 
has taken action in Korea, insisting 
that Japan has not done so. 

It is understood that tho proposals 
of Japan, with which Viscount Huy- 
ashl was charged, were presented by 
Marquis Ito to the Korean cabinet, 
which met at 10 o'clock this morning 
under a Japanese guard. Tho meeting 
was held in the temporary quarters 
of tho Minister of Agriculture in IJic 
Juv.me.'e se-tion. Tho cabinet minis- 
ters deliberated until four o'clock in 
tho afternoon, when Premier Wan 
Yung, togother with tho minister of 
war, presented the new plan of gov- 
erning the state to tho emperor in the 
palace, returning to the cabinet meet- 
ing within two hours. It is understood 
that the Japanese proposals, though 
they do not molest tho security of tho 
throne are revolutionary, and the fact 
that the audience of the cabinet mem- 
bers with the emperor was brief is 
Believed to be evidence of tho conster- 
nation of the court. 

London, July 2i.-Two members of 
the Korean delegation that was refused 
recognition by The Hague peace con- 
ference, Yi Tjyongoul and Prince Yi 
ijylng Shi, left Southampton today 
on board tho steamer Majestic for 
New York. At an interview, YI Ty- 
jongul said: "I shall travel direct "to 
Washington, where I hope to see 
President Roosevelt. It Is my inten- 
tion to show America that .Tynan made 
its treaty of November, 1905* without 
the consent of tho emperor o£ Korea 
or the cabinet, and that Korea never 
gave up her Independence or consented 
to the Japanese protectorate." 

The two Koreans propose to visit tho 
principal cities of the United States 
before returning to London. They 
have not talked with any government 
officials hero. 

Seoul, July 25.— Last night Seoul 
was apparently quiet, but apprehension 
of further disturbances lias not sub- 
sided. It is asserted that court spies 
aro busily engaged In efforts to as- 
certain the attitude of Japan. A new 
press regulation, prohibiting the pub- 
lication of diplomatic and military 
secrets or anything Injurious to tho 
public peace is enforced. 

Tho Korean premier's audience of 
Wednesday morning is believed to have 
been in connection witli the demand of 
Japan, presented through Marquis Ito. 

ARMED GUARDS FOR MINES. 

Mine Owners in Iron Country Prepare 
For Trouble, 

Hlbblng, Minn., July 24, — Armed 
guards are now patrolling many of the 
properties of the iron mines 'in this 
district not affected by the strike. In 
many instances operators have given 
strict orders that no striker bo allowed 
to come on tho property, arid the 
guards and deputies have been liberal- 
ly supplied with arms and ammunition 
and have been instructed to use them 
it necessary. 



Russia and Japan. 
Tokio, July 24. — It is understood that 
the terms of tho Russo-Japancso en- 
tente wero finally agreed upon at tho 
meeting of the Elder Statesmen held 
yesterday. The entente probably will 
bo published shortly and simultane- 
ously in both countries, This step 
will precede the publication of tho 
commercial treaty between Russia and 
Japan.

ILL ADAPTED FOR PURPOSE 



Placo Decided on is Regarded as an 
Almost Ideal Ono For Treat- 
ment of Consumptives 



Tranqullle or Fortune ranch, nine 
miles west of Kamloops, will be the 
scone of the lirst sanitarium Institut- 
ed by the anti- tuberculosis society of 
tho province. The action 'of tho board 
of directors in locating the institution 
at this point is duo to a report of a 
committee of which Dr. Fugan was tho 
chairman, rendered at a session of tho 
board yesterday in Vancouver. 

'Die sanitarium will be surrounded 
by 10,000 acres of laud controlled by 
tho society. 

The following report was rendered 
by the committee of the board of the 
anti-tuberculosis society, appointed to 
report upon available sites for sanitaria 
at a meeting. held in Vancouver yester- 
day: 

To tho Chairman and Members of tho 
Board of Directors, of tho British 
Columbia Anti-Tuberculosis Society: 
Gentlemen — Your committee, con- 
sisting of Dr. R. E. Walker, New 
Westminster; Dr. Wm. Stephen, Van- 
couver; Mr. A. S. Barton, Victoria, and 
Dr. C. J. Fagan, general secretary, Vic- 
toria, and appointed to Investigate and 
report on building sites for consump- 
tion sanitorla, beg to report as fol- 



has its own peculiar advantages, for, 
with a southerly' aspect and protected 
by bluffs from tho prevailing winds, it 
is a spot apparently tilted out by na- 
ture to assist in the fifidit against man's 
most destructive enemy. 

The winds that our experience at 
Six Mile Point leads us, to fear most, 
ccmo from the north-west At Tratt- 
quillo, a chain of mountains and a 
bluff afford absolute protection. 

The elevation at Tranquillo Is about 
1,100 feet. The climatic conditions are 
so well known that it is unnecessary 
to repeat particulars; and I can only 
suy that a rainfall of about four inches 
a year, with a snowfall of about one 
inch, -is a factor of great importance 
in selecting a site. I cannot vouch for 
this statement, but 1 can well believe it 
that tho temperature in winter is somo 
six or eight degrees higher titan it is 
at Kamloops; the complete protection 
from all cold winds and the direct 
southerly exposure would plainly uc- 
count for this difference. 

Tho Fortuno ranch has a lake fron- 
tago of about one mile, and consists 
of some 273 acres of arable land, irri- 
gated by a copious supply of water 
from Tranqullle creek. Mr. Fortune 
lias ;i record of water in this creek 
which never dries and is capable of 
supplying ten times tho local needs. 

In this connection, however, in or- 
der that proper means bo taken to 
conserve the water supply and make 
it sufficient to servo all useful pur- 
poses in connection with such an in- 
stitution, it is thought advisable that 
the opinion of an engineer bo taken, 
as it is probable that the water which 
is availablo might bo brought under 
control not only for general, domestic 
and sanitary uses, but might also be 
so handled as to generate power for 
electric light and other utilities. 

Besides tho above mentioned 275 
acres, there are meadow lands of about 
100 and 120 acres of bench land, all 
crown granted. There are further 
9,000 acres of grazing land leased for 
20 years from the Dominion govern- 
ment for two cents an acre, and well 
fenced. 

The lower rancli produces nil tho 
smaller fruits In abundance and con- 
tains an orchard, of about ten acres, 
which has already distinguished itself 
by the receipt of hundreds of exhibi- 
tion prizes. 

Tho place is well stocked with cat- 
tle, horses, sheep, etc., the particulars 
of which will be submitted in another 
place.

hundred and sixty acres and is situ- 
ated on a plateau overlooking tho vll- 
lows: 

Tho lirst place visited was Lyons' 
ranch at North Bend. It contains ono 
lage, about a quarter of a mile to tho 
east of tho Canadian Pacific railway 
station. Tlie elevation is 400 feet, and 
the aspect approximately south-west. 
It rises in benches to the north-east 
and is well timbereit These benches 
and trees protect the lower ones from 
tho north-cast winds, which, I under- 
stand, are the prevailing winds. 

It is claimed that there a're improve- 
ments on the place equal to about 
$8,000. The owner asks $12,000 for the 
property Inclusive of everything on it. 
Your committee had only a very hur- 
ried look over the placo, as they con- 
sidered the price too high- If tho own- 
er would bo willing to accept a much 
reduced offer it might bo well to fur- 
ther enquire into and investigate tho 
conditions at this placo as a site for 
an institution for advanced consump- 
tives. 

The next placo visited was Savonas, 
situated at the west end of Kamloops 
lake. Hero your committee took a bout 
and visited some six places which 
have been thought of as possible sites. 
All aro good locations, and some in- 
deed aro very beautiful, but each has 
some drawback, such as wrong aspect, 
exposure to prevailing winds, or want 
of water. 

Tho last place visited on this lake 
was Tranqullle. This location is well 
known not only throughout British 
Columbia, but in other provinces. Mr, 
and Mrs. Fortuno and Mr. and Mrs. 
Cooney receive patients, and in their 
simple way have dono good work for 
tho community. 

The general committee had many 
times thought Of this location as a 
site for a consumptive hospital, and it 
Is well known that Sir William Van 
Home, advised by Dr. Roddick, strong- 
ly approved of it for tho same purpose, 
but when we came to deal with facts, 
the price demanded was so much out 
of proportion to the available funds 
that its acquirement was looked on as 
outside the question. 

Tranqullle is situated on tho north 
side of the eastern end of Kamloops 
lake, about nine miles by road from 
Kamloops and two miles by water from 
Tranqullle station on the Canadian 
Pacific railway. There are two ranches 
at Tranqullle, one to the west, owned 
by Mi'. 13. Cooney, and the other to 
the east, owned by Mr. William For- 
tune. 

The configuration of this property 



There are two largo buildings, witli 
out-houses and other structures, on 
tho property. A photograph of one 
of tho building is attached hereto. 
With a reasonable outlay these build- 
ings could be converted into shape for 
present use, thus rendering the prop- 
erty immediately available to that ex- 
tent. 

As already stated, your committee 
hesitated at the cost of this desirable 
location, and heart heavy, again con- 
cluded that tho prico was an Insuper- 
able barrier. 

In discussing the other proposed 
sites, tho question of water supply was 
prominent. Pumping wus the only 
means available, the cost of which for 
our choicest sites was prohibitive. Two 
members of your committee, Mr. A. S. 
Barton and Dr. Stephen, strongly ad- 
vanced the idea that tho fact that 
there was an ample supply at Tran- 
qullle almost equalized the cost of 
pUroha|se with places to be had for a 
smaller sum, but requiring a pumping 
station. On reflection and after in- 
quiry as to cost, tills view appealed 
very strongly to your committee, and 
negotiations were entered into with 
Mr. Fortune and' an option obtained 
Which it is hoped the board of di- 
rectors .will confirm. 

Tho next point visited by the com- 
mittee was Fish Lake. Hero the 
federal government have generously 
donated 400 acres to our society. 

Fish Lake is about 22 miles to tho 
southwest of Kamloops, and has an 
elevation of 4,200 feet from sea level. 
It is near the centre of a forest reserve 
of somo 60,000 acres. The great char- 
acteristic of this place is freedom from 
winds and a cool, even temperature 
during the summer months. 

Ono of tho highest authorities, Dr. 
Leon Petit, speaking of climato for 
consumptives says: "We are now- 
adays convinced that there is no cli- 
mate, however favored, which alnno 
can cure consumption," and Dr. Ru- 
fenacht Walters adds "that there Is no 
climate which Is equally suited to /iv- 
ory case of consumption, People in 
health differ greatly in their powers 
of reaction, so that tho same climato 
may be bracing to one and depressing 
to another. Among consumptives there 
Is even greater difference to be found. 
At certain stages, and in some cases, 
a mild, equable climate Is essential) 
whereas for most of the more hope- 
ful cases, a cool, bracing climate will 
be best, although this must be associ- 
ated witli plenty of sholtnr against 
wind, It is a mistake to suppose that 
consumptives generally do best In

BELGIUM 



Indication That Leopold's Per- 
sonal Control Is Nearly 
Ended 



TO TAKE 



Frionds of the King Make Strenuous 
Efforts to Perpetuate the Reg- 
ime of Atrocity 



Brussels, Ont., July 24. — The closo of 
King Leopold's long struggle to stave 
off tho annexation of the Congo to 
Belgium and retain his personal sov- 
ereignty over this rich and extensive 
African state, is foreshadowed in tho 
agreement, reached on July 12 between 
the Belgian and Congo governments, 
elaborating tho terms on which the 
Congo Free State shall pass Into tho 
possession of Belgium. This transfer 
will mark an Important epoch for the 
Congo, as heretofore tho entire con- 
duct of affairs has boon under the 
personal direction of King Leopold and 
a cabinet of Congo officers entirely 
separate from and independent of Bel- 
gium, ' whereas tho new regime .will 
make tho Belgium government respon- 
sible for tho conduct of Congo affairs. 
The proposed transfer comes at a 
time when Major Lomniro's charges of 
Congo atrocities aro again directing at- 
tention to the past administration. 

Charges of tills nature have liere- 
tforo aroused much resentment in 
Europe and America, and tho Congo 
administration has sought to meet them 
in part by an investigation of a com- 
mission, the report of which disclosed 
many serious abuses. Major Lema.iro 
now renews tho attack with a vehem- 
ence and an authoritative status which 
gives added force to his charges. 

For five months after the Belgium 
parliament committed itself last De- 
comber to the principle of annexation, 
Count Smcl Dlnaeyer, the premier, 
and a strong personal friend of King 
Leopold, blocked the way, and tho 
parliament committee appointed to In- 
vestigate tho intricacies of the Congo 
financial administration was power- 
less to. get thcHacts. The Detros gov-- 
ernment assumed power In May upon 
tho promise to push the question, but 
there Is a suspicion that it had made 
an agreement with the king, who was 
ready at last to yield on the question 
of annexation, through fear of inter- 
vention by outside powers, but it Is 
believed that It Is not his Intention to 
permit tho Belgian parliament if ho 
can prevent it, to pry too closely into 
tho Congo administration. Tho ques- 
tion of the responsibility of tho fu- 
ture administration of the Congo un- 
der a regime of annexation, it is be- 
lieved, will bo realized. 

No difficulty about the treaty of an- 
nexation Itself is to bo anticipated. 
It is expected to be similar to the ono 
proposed by Count Merodc when ho 
was premier in 1S05. The document 
Is simply to the effect that the sov- 
ereign of tho Congo. Leopold II, 
codes his sovereign rights an^ all tho 
assets^ of tho Congo Free State to Bel- 
glum, which in turn assumes tho lia- 
bilities of the African state. 

The real fight will follow upon tho 
term colonial. When Belgium was 
created In 1830, Belgium colonies were 
not foreseen, and no provision wns 
made in tho constituilon for colonial 
administration. The Belgian Royalists 
want tho law to practically convert 
the present administration into an au- 
tonomous government not responsible 
to parliament. 

Their opponents say there will be no 
way of correcting present abuses nnd 
preventing tho exploitation of the nat- 
ives for the benefit of the rubber and 
ivory companies under such arrange- 
ment. 

In other words, they say tho humani- 
tarian reasons which now exist for an- 
nexation would be defeated and tho 
whole scheme for getting the Congo 
out of tho clutches of the present mal- 
administrators might ns well bo aban- 
aoned. The Indications are that the 
subject will bo thrashed out in parlia- 
ment during the fall, and that January 
and February, 100S, will see tho Congo 
Free State a colony of Belgium Instead 
of n personal dependency of King Leo- 
pold.

warm climates, for it is well known 
that consumption runs a relatively 
rapid course in warm climates, and 
patients who have gained weight in 
winter often lose it when the warmer 
weather sets in. Tho health resorts 
which have been most successful in tho' 
treatment of consumptives are almost 
without exception places which are 
cold, or at all events cool, during some 
part of the 2-1 hours." 

Here, then, is an opinion one would 
do well to consider. At Tra.nq.ulHe, wo 
have, I believe, an ideal climate dur- 
ing ten months of the year, but in tho 
months of July and August we are li- 
able to hot weather, day and night We 
have no official record as to climatic 
conditions at Fish Lake, but I think 
your committee will satisfy you as to 
the pleasant coolness experienced In 
their change from Kamloops to ' Fish 
Lake on July 10. From a restless 
sleep in pyjamas and under a single 
shoot to a calm sleep In almost cold 
air, clear and dry, and under double 
blankets, was a most pleasant change. 
This condition I understand Is con- 
stant, and tho value of it to consump- 
tives must not be under estimated. 

On the other hand, It might be most 
unwise to Indiscriminately recommend 
an altitude such as Fish Lake to any 
consumptive patient. 

To obtain benefit from such a cli- 
mato a certain degree of reactive 
power is essential, and in order to reap 
tho benefit of high altitudes patients 
must be free from fever and must pos- 
sess sufficient lung surface to ade- 
quately carry on the process of respir- 
ation in an attenuated atmosphere. So 
that those who are markedly ferbile, 
who have feeble circulation, damaged 
kidneys, double cavities or extensive 
lung disease, rapidly advancing lung 
destruction, laryngeal complications, or 
Irritable nervous system, do badly at 
high altitudes. 

Accepting the above as being cor- 
rect, your committee have ordered a 
survey of the lands granted by the 
Dominion government with the Idea 
of using same as an nuxllllary to our 
main institution for patients whoso 
condition Is considered suitable 1 for 
such an elevation.

CARDINAL GIBBONS' BIRTHDAY. 

Venerable Prince Receives Many Con- 
gratulatory Messages. 

Baltimore, July 211.— A flood of tele- 
grams and messages -of congratula- 
tion were received today at the arehi- 
oplscopal residence in North Charles 
street, reminding tho venerable Car- 
dinal Gibbons that this was Ills sev- 
enty-third birthday. The felicitations 
came not only from all parts of the 
province of Baltimore, which extends 
from Maryland to Florida, but from 
clergy and laymen throughout Amer- 
ica. By cable there was received dur- 
ing the day a message expressing the 
good wishes of the cardinal's numer- 
ous friends in Rome. 

Cardinal' Gibbons was born In the 
city, but received his early education 
in Ireland. Returning to tho United 
States he entered St. Charles College 
in 1851) and later pursued ills clerical 
studies at St. Mary's Seminary in thtt? 
city. Ho was ordained to the priest- 
hood In ISC1 and a few years later he- 
came private secretary to Archbishop 
Spalding and chancellor of the arch- 
diocese. In May, 1877. ho was appoint- 
ed coadjutor archbishop of Baltimore 
and later in the same year he succeed- 
ed to the see. In 1886 he was elevated 
to the cardlnalate. With the exception 
of Archbishop Williams, of Boston,, 
who is 8i> years old, and Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia, who is 7G, Cardi- 
nal Gibbons is the oldest member of 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy in Am- 
erica.

Author of "Dixie* Dead. 

Louisville, Ky„ July 2!.— Col. Will S. 
Hays, the veteran river editor of tho 
Courier-Journal, song writer and poet, 
died at his homo hero today of vertigo 
caused by a stroke of paralysis suf- 
fered In the Iroquois theater lire in 
Chicago. He was 70 years old.

FALL ON EVIL DAYS. 

Bishops Out of Favor With tho Masses 
of tho People of England. 

London, July 24. — Rev. W. Manning, 
president of the Churchman's union, 
preaching at St. Andrew's church, 
Lcytonstone, of which he is the Incum- 
bent, attacked the bishops of tho; 
English church in a manner which 
awakens horror among orthodox 
churchmen. He said the bishops had 
fallen upon evil days. They j wcro j 
fawned upon by the clergy preferment, 
and are out of favor with tho mass of 
the people. Their adherence to their 
quaint stylo of dress affords ground 
for the suspicion that they are out of 
sympathy with tho life of tho age,! 
Their almost unvaried alliance with 1 
one political party has given tho' 
democracy ground for doubting tho! 
proclaimed comprehensiveness of the 
national church. Their large incomes 
have been a cause of dissatisfaction. 
Business men have doubted tho state- 
ment that theso Incomes are used for 
tho administration of tho diocese ra- 
ther for the recipient's private 
purses because no accounts are pub- ! 
llshed. The rough sense of justice of 
the English people is undoubtedly 
sound when it hears with indignation 
that there are 1,13a livings with an ' 
average stipend of .0 67, while tho 1 
bishops' stipends are never lower than j 
X' 3,000. These things tho speaker de- 
clared, need readjustment. A commit- 
tee of clear-headed business men 
would right them in a few weeks. Hu- 
man relationship ought to bo estab- 
lished between the clergy and tho 
bishops, The latter now know noth- 
ing of the former, except rumors of 
diocesan gossip. A junior clerk sees 
more of tho senior partner of a busi- 
ness house than a clergyman of a 
bishop, Some personal relationship, 
would do'inoro to increase church lifo 
than all the meetings of Duchesses in 
tho drawing rooms of Londan that 
were 'ever hold.

London Times, July 10.— It Is 
haps not generally known that 
proposed to send a team to represent 
tho Mother Country In some forthcom- 
ing big ride meetings, first in Canada 
and then in Australia. The command- 
ant will be Colonel Hopton, and the 
team, which will be sent under the 
auspices of the National Rille associa- 
tion, will bo In every way a represent- 
ative one. The money that is required 
for the purpose is about £ 3,000, and; 
to obtain this sum many more sub- 
scriptions are necessary. Many have 
already given most generously. The 
Prince of Wales has subscribed £50, 
tho National Rifle association £250, 
the Corporation of the City of London 
and Major P. W. Richardson £105, 
Colonel Barlow and Colenel Inglls 
£100 each, Lords Cheylesmoro, ICin- 
nuird, and Wemyss eacli £f)0, and 
other subscribers include the Duke of 
Devonshire, Lords Wandsworth, Duele, 
Dajhousle, and Iveagh, as well as many 
others Interested in ritle shooting. But 
the amount received up to date only 
reaches £1,608, leaving a. balance "f 
some £ 1,400 to lie raised in the next 
week or so. It is much to be hoped, 
now these facts have been brought to 
notice, that this sum will shortly he 
subscribed. Canada, Australia, and 
other parts of the Empire are constant- 
ly sending teams over here to shoot, 
and it would be hardly creditable to 
the Mother Country if there should be 
a difficulty in returning tho compli- 
ment. 

The Sub-Target Rifle company, of 
Charing Cross, have within tho last 
few days brought out a new machine 
connected with rifle shooting, and the 
first that has been manufactured is 
now being shown at Blsley. In out- 
ward appearance it much resembles 
their well' known sUb-target, but its 
objects are entirely different, and arc 
as follows: Any description of rifle 
having been lixed to it, by a simple 
procoss merely involving the screwing 
up of two clamps, a .steel bar, working 
in a circular aperture and parallel to 
the barrel of the rifle, prevents the 
muzzle of the latter from ever being 
directed for a moment Off a 12-ft. tar- 
get. Tho weight of the parts attached 
to the rifle are counterbalanced on the 
opposite side, so that, during the pro- 
cess of aiming, (lie weight of the rille 
In the hands is not increased. The ob- 
ject of the invention is to permit rille 
shooting to take place in spaces where 
without it It would be impossible ow- 
ing to the danger Involved. Whatever 
happens, and by whatever Indifferent 
marksmen' the rifle Is fired, the bullet 
must always, at any range, hit the 12- 
ft. target, though, of course, as now, 
only the well aimed shot will strike a 
part that scores. Needless to say, ri- 
cochets, from which most accidents 
arise, arc eliminated. - The agents for 
the machine are the Wilkinson .Sv/ord 
company, of Pail-Mall, and it has been 
named the "Safety Range." 

I must return for a moment to the 
.subject of the pointed bullet. My ex- 
cuse for doing so must be the profound 
interest with whicli everything con- 
nected with it is now being discussed 
in tho shooting world. At present there 
are but two makes on the market, that 
of Messrs. Kynoch and that of the 
King's Norton Metal company. A 
pointed bullet was first invented in 
Germany a little more than two years 
ago, and, as I stated yesterday, both 
the government and British manufac- 
turers have for some time been experi- 
menting witli it. The honor of produc- 
ing the first one that has fulfilled its 
promise must be ascribed to Messrs. 
Kynoch, who In the matter of this in- 
vention are Indebted to Captain Hard- 
castle, formerly an officer of tho Royal 
Artillery, who for the last year has 
been In the employment of this firm. 
By the courtesy of Captain Hardcastle 
I am able to state that for four years 
ho has been working and experiment- 
ing, and that, as a result, he is com- 
pletely satistled that the well known 
theories of Bashford as to the shape 
of tho nose of a bullet no longer apply. 
He contends that it is not the shape 
of the point or the curve of the shoul- 
der, but the total length of the point- 
ed part that lias given tho results un- 
der notice, and he has been able to de- 
duce the rule that the resistance of the 
air varies inversely as the square 
root of the length of the pointed head 
measured in calibres, so that, if the 
Wicfh Is increased by 2 per cent, the 
resistance of the air is diminished by 
1 per cent. Messrs. Kynoch are offer- 
ing tor sale three different bullet earl- 
ridges after this design. 

They are loaded with "Axlte," an ex- 
plosive somewhat similar in appear- 
ance to tho moclfled cordite known as 
M.D., but differing ill essential particu- 
lars and containing special ingredients 
to increase tho efficiency. It Is claim- 
ed that those cartridges have (1) a 
higher velocity; (2) a Hatter 'trajec- 
tory; (3) greater power of retaining 
velocity over till ranges; (4) increased 
maximum range; (5) greater accuracy 
and less liability to be dellected by 
wind; and (0) Increased disabling pow- 
er at all ranges. As regards the first 
live of these claims, after the results 
obtained at recent rille meetings, there 
would appear to be little doubt that 
they arc correct. As regards the sixth, 
opinions will necessarily differ. Mean- 
while, the bullet has become practical- 
ly universal at the match Wile com- 
petitions at Blsley. As the question Is 
often asked why this .303 cartridge

The good 
prices realized at the fur sales hist 
year were more than maintained. The 
steamer Pelican, which left London In 
June, 1900, with the supplies for tho 
Labrador district, including Ungava 
and the York factory posts, made a 
successful voyage, and brought home 
the returns for these districts, Includ- 
ing the returns which remained at 
York factory and Churchill last year, 
while t lie steamship Discovery and 
the barque Stork conducted the de- 
livery of supplies and the transporta- 
tion to London of the returns of 
James Bay district with success. ,AU 
three vessels had left London to carry 
out the necessary operations for the 
current season in regard to the sup- 
plies and returns In connection with 
the districts mentioned, and advico 
had been received of tho safe arrival 
of the Pelican in Quebec, whence sho 
would proceed to the Labrador and 
Churchill. The sale shop branch of 
the business during the year under re- 
view showed a profit of £8,000 more 
than that of the previous year, and 
the indications were that at the next 
meeting the directors would bo able 
to present a still more favorable: 
statement. For the year ended March: 
31st last tho farm land sales were 
140,089 acres for £2S1,G37, or an av- 
erage per acre of £2 0s. 2d., while for 
the year ended March 31, 1900, the 
farm land sayes were 220,197 acres for 
£331,150, or an average per acre of 
only £1 9s. 3. For the year ended 
March 31 last, the town lot sales 
amounted to £52,074, compared with 
£70,339 In the year 1900. Ho after- 
wards gavo the particulars of the 
farm land sales for the past six years 
and pointed out that the average price 
realized In 1001-02 was £1 0s. lid. per 
acre, compared with £2 0s. 2d. per 
acre in 1900-07. Having given details 
of- the sales of town lots last year ho 
stated that the total sales • of farm 
lands and' town lots for the year end- 
ed March 31 last amounted to £.334,312 
or £07,182 less than in tho previous 
year. Tho receipts for the year end- 
ed March 31 last were .C327.0SG, be- 
ing an Increase on those of the pre- 
vious year of £30,GS5. The expenses 
In the land department amounted to 
£43,S07, showing an Increase of £S,- 
Sll, owing principally to increased 
charges for Government surveys and 
for taxes. Instalments due and to be- 
come duo on March 31 last were £982,- 
589, and interest duo amounted to 
£ 16,980, together £ 999,575, compared 
with £ 932,147 In the' previous year. 
They could regard this amount as 
equal to cash; it bore interest at 7 
per cent., and would unquestionably 
be paid. Of their sales of farm lands 
last year 73 per cent., were in the 
province of Saskatchewan, 23 per cent. 
In the province of Alberta, and 4 per 
cent, in tho province of Manitoba. As 
the shareholders were aware, tho 
greater portion of the company's 
lands in Manitoba had already been 
disposed of. At the present time tho 
unsold land in the possession of the 
company was 3,091,203 acres. Although 
not pertaining to the business of the 
year under review, tho shareholders 
might be glad to know that sales were 
effected in April, May, and Juno last 
of 11,040 acres for £28,S75, or a gen- 
eral average of S2 12s. 3d. per acre, and 
during the same period 30 town lots 
wore sold for £1,854. The figures for 
tho corresponding three months of 
1900 were 70,031 acres for $129,120, and 
one town lot for £30, the farm lands 
averaging £1 10s. 2d. per acre, com- 
pared with £2 17a. 9d. per acre In 
June of this year. The receipts for 
April, May, and Juno last were £70,- 
95S, compared with £ 83,953 for tho 
corresponding months of 1900. in the 
accounts of last year £15,000 was put 
aside for irrigation. Negotiations ha.l 
been pending with tho Canadian Pac- 
111c Hallway Co., for co-operating witli 
them in tho irrigation of a certain 
district of country in which the Hud- 
son's Bay company had a considerable 
quantity of irrigation; but these nego- 
tiations had not yet been completed. It 
was gratifying to the directors, as it 
must be to nil tho shareholders, that 
tlie statement of the past year's work- 
ing was still more favorable than that 
for the company's good fortune in rec- 
ent years, while the wave of prosper- 
ity had pcrvade.1 Western Canada, 
creating a development of agricultur- 
al resources which had ho largely en- 
hanced the market prices and increas- 
ed the value of their hinds, that tho 
fur market had also been exception- 
ally advantageous for the disposal of 
tho collections of furs, which exceeded 
In volume those of former years, when 
competition in the trade was much less 
than It was at the present time. As 
years went on, an! the more distant 
parts of the country were opened for 
settlement, they must expect a sensi- 
ble decrease in the profits to be der- 
ived from the fur trade portion of the 
business. Latest reports from tho 
country indicated that the deep snow 
In the interior had Interfered sunn-, 
wdiat with the prosecution of hunts, 
and when tho statements were present- 
ed at another annual meeting tho 
fur collect ions night lie less in volume 
than those for the year under consid- 
eration. They had cause for the 
greatest satisfaction at tho conduct 
of the business on the part of their 
commissioner and those serving under 
him; and lie might, perhaps, in some 
measure ho ascribed to the Inaugura- 
tion of tho restrictive policy spoken 
of last year. The productive possibil- 
ities of the country, however, were 
now so well established that no uncer- 
tainty attached to the value of Die 
land da an asset. It was true that 
tho present active demand for lands 
could not, perhaps, be indefinitely per- 
petuated, but tho enhanced value 
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which would ultimately accrue as a 
result of the Increasing settlement 
and railway development in the var- 
ious districts would, it was , felt, fully 
justify tho limitation of sates in the 
meantime. The directors were satis- 
fied that the company's affairs were in 
a wholesome condition in every res- 
pect, and that,, by good and conserva- 
tive management, the shareholders 
might look' forward to satisfactory 
results for the future. The' following 
telegram had just been received from 
their commissioner at Winnipeg: 
"Notwithstanding later opening of 
season crop prospects arc encouraging 
and there is increasing confidence in 
tho general outlook. Demand for 
lands less active |than last year, but 
prices firm. Reports indicate reduced 
fur collections. Company's general 
business promising." In conclusion, 
the Governor moved the adoption of 
the report. , " . 

Tho Deputy-Governor (Lord Litch- 
field) seconded the motion, 

Tho Governor, in reply to questions 
expressed gratification at (the fact that 
on the whole the shareholders appear- 
ed to bo satisfied with the conduct of 
the business. One of the speakers had 
said that it might bo advantageous if 
the company, while holding th.elr lands 
for better prices, endeavoring to effect 
leases; but in Canada, and especially 
In tho Northwest, there was no such 
thing as tho leasing of lands. Where, 
however, lands were not sold — lands 
producing crops of natural grasses — 
the company obtained a certain, 
though not a large revenue from leas- 
ing them. With regard to the amount 
carried forward, they had to be con- 
servative on many ways, but what they 
did was In the best interests of the 
whole proprietors. He had stated tho 
area of the land already in the com- 
pany's possession, and they were en- 
titled to l-20th of the whole of the 
land within what was known as "the 
fertTlo belt." They were also entitl- 
ed to the minerals which might bo 
founl; but it was the practice in Can- 
ada — i n tho Northwest — to sell tho 
land outright, end the rights of min- 
ing wero not reserved. Tho question 
of dividing tho shares had been dis- 
cussed before, and in this matter, as 
In others, tho directors had to con- 
sider, and ■Jid. consider, the interests 
of the shareholders generally. Among 
tho shareholders they also had 1,015 
shareholders holding from one to live 
shares. They had heard with the ut- 
most regret of the loss of their steam- 
er, tho Mount Royal, and they very 
greatly regretted to learn that five of 
the crew had been drowned; but this 
was one of those accidents which must 
occur where a great deal of business 
was clone, including a considerable 
amount of shipping. 

Tho report was unanimously adopted 
and a resolution was also passed 
electing Mr. Leonard D. CunllfXe, of the 
firm of Messrs. Cunllffe Bros., a mem- 
ber of the committee to All the vac- 
ancy caused by the retirement of Sir 
Sandford Fleming.

BOLD CATTLE THIEVES 

Lewiston, July 23. — Lewlston cattle 
owners have received word that a largo 
band of stolen cattle, numbering from 
1H0 to 200 bead, have recently been 
driven out of the Salmon river coun- 
try of Central Idaho by a bold band 
of cattlo thieves and taken Into Aso- 
tin county, Washington and secreted 
In the high mountains of southeastern 
Washington or northeastern Oregon_ 
It Is said the cattlo belong to Lewis- 
Ion owners, some of them carrying the 
brand of the Madden estate some the 
I''. W. Kettenbach brand and other 
brands. 

This Is the boldest drive attempted 
by cattle thieves hi this part of Idaho 
In many years. Asotin county offic- 
ials aro on tlie trail of the rustlers, 
but ft is doubtful If they succeed In 
capturing them at the present time 
Hut they and tho Lewlston owners 
aro determined to stick to the hunt 
oven if it Is necessary to wait until 
snow drives the thieves and their cat- 
tlo out of tho mountain hiding places. 

It Is believed the cowboys who have 
tho cattle will not d.tro bring thoin to 
market beToro spring, by which time 
they will have had time to alter and 
erase the brands. 
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A PRACTICAL SUGGESTION 

Victoria requires more water for two 
purposes. One o£ them is for domestic 
use; the other for fire protection. Wo 
need both as soon as we can get them, 
but we need fire protection first. 
How can .wo get It? 
We believe that there need not be 
the least trouble and that the cost 
would be very moderate. 

There Is an objection to having a 
High pressure for fire protection and 
a moderate pressure tor domestic pur- 
poses in the same mains, and when 
this can be avoided it ought to be. 

Some years ago this paper, having 
In mind what was being done else- 
where, suggested the Installation of a 
series of mains from the harbor out as 
far, .say, as Blanchard Street. There 
might be three such mains; one ex- 
tending out one of the streets south 
of Fort, another out. say, Yates, and 
a third out, say. Herald. They need 
not be large, and they need not be 
laid "deeply. They should be con- 
nected by a cross main along the 
waterfront, and it might be thought 
desirable to have two or more other 
cross muins. Upon this system of 
mains two electric pumps ought to 
bo Installed, so that one would be in 
readiness in case the other . should 
break down. In case there should be 
no electricity available the steam 
fire engines could be connected with 
the mains, not to talte water out of 
them, but to force water into them. 
Given sucll a system and plenty of 
hydrants and hose and there would be 
the best, possible fire protection in 
that part of the city within reach of 
the mains. 

It is not always necessary to seek 
to. learn things from our own experi- 
ences. Fredericton, N. B., is about 
us level as the greater part of Vic- 
toria, and is situated at about the 
same altitude above the St. John river 
as Victoria is above the sea. It takes 
its water from the river, and the pumps 
when worked at their full capacity 
give all the force necessary for fire 
protection. Ordinarily they are run 
fast enough to give the pressure nec- 
cessary for domestic purposes, but the 
moment the gong strikes in the engine 
room full pressure Is put on and as 
many as ten strong streams of water 
can be turned on a fire in any part 
of the city. At one time, when some 
small repairs had to be made to the 
engine, it was shut down and an 
Amoskoag fire engine was attached 
to the supply main and did good 
duty for domestic purposes. This hap- 
pened on a dry summer day, and us 
luck would have It a very large barn 
filled with hay took fire. Fears were 
entertained that the city was doomed, 
because in view of the efficiency of 
the pumping service all the fire en- 
gines had been sold except the AmOS- 
lteag. This engine was opened up at 
its full power and at the point where 
the fire was which was half a mile 
from where the engine was stationed, 
five splendid streams were thrown 
and tlie fire, Which obtained great 
headway at tin; start, was soon over- 
come. 

There were at this time about ten 
miles of water mains in .Frederic- 
ton. 

This is not the only 1 instance of the 
kind that could be cited. In Mon- 
treal and other cities water mains' 
are laid for fir,- purposes alone. 

Now here is a practical suggestion 
that w ill cost only a little money, can 
be curried Into effect In ; , v.-ry short 
time and will give as nearlj a perfect 
system of fire protection as can be 
obtained tor the business part of Vic- 
toria. Why not adopt it ai once?

THE COLONIST'S CRITICS. 

The Colonist expected to lie criti- 
cized for Its editorial of yesterday in 
regard to tlie matter of lire protection; 
but while there has been a chorus of 
approval, there have been very few 
hostile critics. We felt that the time 
had arrived for plain speaking and wo 
spoke plainly. Some correspondents 
ask if we think we are quite fair to 
the city authorities. We think so. We 
did not mis-state a single fact; we did 
not Impute an improper motive to any 
one. We simply stated what Is the 
unfortunate fact, namely, that the citi- 
zens have lost confidence in the gov- 
erning body of the city. We do not 
say that this confidence cannot be re- 
stored. We do not say that if the 
Mayor and Aldermen will stop the 
unseemly bickering, which must ren- 
der the intelligent and successful ac- 
complishment of municipal business 
impossible, and is absolutely destruct- 
ive of all public conlidence, and get 
down to business, the people will re- 
fuse to adopt any feasible plan for lire 
protection, which may be submitted: 

There is a very serious problem to 
be worked out. The' Colonist is going 
to do what it can to work it out. It 
will consider any and every sugges- 
tion that may be made absolutely upon 
its merits. It has no antipathy to the 
Mayor or any of the Aldermen person- 
ally. On the contrary It esteems them 
all as private citizens. It would be 
glad to give its hearty endorsement 
to them in their representative ca- 
pacity. But it sees before It one bald 
fact: A city without adeqato lire pro- 
tection, although the whole Pacific 
Ocean is at hand to draw upon. It 
does not propose to waste any time 
criticizing little details. it does not 
propose to trouble itself about answer- 
ing those, who find fault with what it 
has done and Is doing. It wants ade- 
quate lire protection immediately; not 
what some one may think will he ade- 
quate and be prepared to prove by a 
lot of theories, but a means that any- 
body and everybody will know with- 
out argument will enable the lire de- 
partment to put enough water on a 
lire to put it out. Tills Is no very 
great matter so far as tlie question of 
cost goes.

Naval Officer at Vancouver Dis- 
cusses the Outlook for 
War, 



INFLUX OF BROWN MEN TO HE. 



Sees a Farsightod Move By Govern- 
ment of Mikado in Preparation 
For Hostilities 



Vancouver, July 23. — Ho was an of- 
ficer— an American officer — a naval of- 
ficer — anil he hud arrived In Vancou- 
ver on tho Empress of China on Sun- 
day night. Ho chatted freely, but only 
on the positive understanding that his 
name would not bo published. But 
while he talked, pulling a Manila che- 
root, and with the air of a man who 
knows absolutely whereof he speaks, 
ho dropped several items of information 
that were decidedly Interesting. 

Naturally, having just arrived from 
the Orient, and being an army or navy 
man, the conversation soon veered to 
tho Japanese and tho war scare. As 
to the possibility of war ho merely 
smiled. Like most Americans, ho could 
hardly conceive of actual warfare. Ho 
did not believe tho Japs would ever 
go that far. But some of his state- 
ments strangely belied this view. 

That tho Japanese government has 
placed on embargo on the export of 
coal from Japan was one of his most 
interesting Items. He stated very pos- 
itively that posltlvo orders have been 
given to nil the coal operators that no 
coal niust be sold for export, and that 
no steamer can bo supplied with move 
coal than will allow her to make a re- 
return voyage to Japan. He instanced 
the fact that some little tlmo ago the 
C. P. R. had got a cargo of coal from 
Japan. This, ho states, would now be 
an Impossibility. 

Tho Japaneso government, he said, 
made Inquiries regarding the placing of 
large orders in Wales for tho firs: 
quality of steaming coal to be deliver- 
ed when and whore wanted. In Aus- 
tralia, tentative i arrangements havo 
been entered into with tho collieries 
which must have on ha-nd for shipment 
at any moment many thousands of tons 
of the best coal available. This last 
coal, he believed, was designed for 
coaling stations for Japaneso war ves- 
sels in tho Pacific, and he oven haz- 
arded tho opinion that it was Intended 
for delivery in tho neighborhood of the 
Philippines. 

Regarding the reports that veterans 
who saw service in tho recent Japan- 
ese-Russian war aro swarming in thou- 
sands to Mexico by way of Hawaii, ho 
said that he knew to bo absolutely 
irue, and he does not for a moment 
doubt that the Intention is to havo them 
within striking distance of tho United 
States should war ensue. He states 
that there Is a constant incoming and 
cufgolng of tho little brown men at 
Honolulu; that shiploads como from 
Japan and stay just long enough 10 
grt'. some Idea of Occidental ways and 
a smattering of English and Mexican 
words, and then pass on to Mexico cr 
British Columbia. 

Even as to tho groat numbers of 
Japaneso. now in British Columbia and 
tho greater numbers reported to be 
coming within tho next few months, he 
held very decided views. 

Reverting to the well known fact 
that at the commencement of the Rus- 
sian-Japanese war hundreds of Japun- 
eso officers of rank were known to bo 
scattered about Manchuria where thoy 
later did most effective work in de- 
stroying railways, bridges and acting 
as spies, ho ventured tho opinion that 
there are probably many now in Can- 
ada and tho United Slates who would 
act in tho same manner should war 
with tho United States become an actu- 
ality. And even the damage that could 
be done in the Sound district and along 
tho coast by the thousands of Japanese 
now In British Columbia and the West- 
ern and Coast States before active 
stops could be taken to combat them, 
would be so great that he really do- 
iieves it to be a factor that must bo 
reckoned with. 



nected with the curing and shipping of 
this fish and the preparation of caviar, 
has been practically at a standstill, a 
condition brought about by tho fact 
that in tho old days there were no ef- 
forts made to protect tho industry. 
During the past few^days the sockeye 
fishermen have been 'troubled by find- 
ing a large number of small sturgeon 
In their nets. The law requires ' that 
those fish under four feet shall be re- 
turned to the water, and so they are 
probably, but In most cases It Is after 
tfio fish havo been clubbed to death in 
order to get them out of tho nets. The 
fishermen say that it is because the 



sturgeon fight so hard on belngojiiss V 
brought Into the bonts and owing to 
their prickly spines, it is almost an 
impossibility to clear the nets of them 
until they are killed, or at least stunnel 
until it Is doubtful if they livo after .be- 
ing returned to tho water. All tho 
fish so far taken have boon, with one 
exception, far smaller than tho aver- 
age a few years ago, when a five hun- 
dred pounder was a common catch. 
Only one of these old-timers, about 
eleven feet long, has been taken, and 
it brought the lucky fisherman about 
fifty dollars, which can be taken as an 
example of the possibilities In tho busi- 
ness. Mot so many years ago fortunes 
were founded on the Eraser river stur- 
geon by men who found a market for 
the fish and' tho caviar prepared from 
the roe. It Is to be trusted that some 
means will be found to preserve tho 
small fish now appearing in the river 
until such tlmo as there can bo a re- 
vival of this old-time business.

Fisheries Commissioner Babcock Tells 
Some Interesting Facts. 

Vnncouver, July 23. — "Whore the 
Indians at the canyon of the Eraser at 
this time last year had five hundred 
sockeye salmon on their driers they 
havo but ono now," said Mr. John 
Peaso Babcock, provincial fisheries 
commissioner, today on his arrival 
from tho interior. Mr. Bnbcocl; has 
just returned to the coast after having 
spent five weeks at Seton lake and 
other points tributary to the Frasor 
river. 

While Mr. Babcock willingly told 
about th poor luck of the Indians at 
tho canyon lie would not prophesy as 
to the possibilities for a good run of 
fish up the Eraser river this season. 
Ho left this afternoon for Victoria. 

The results of last night's fishing 
on tho Eraser woro exceedingly poor, 
the average reported not being four 
to the boat. On the Skeena river last 
Friday tho average was eighty to the 
boat, a drop of twenty from the early 
part of last week. Mr. W. H. Barker, 
president and general manager of the 
British Columbia Packers' association, 
today received a wire from the Skeena 
stating that the average has again ad- 
vanced to a hundred to tho boat.

Linberg Will Send Many Polc3 Over 
Kettle Valley Lino 

Grand Forks, July 19. — J. F. Lin 
berg, the well known Rossland co.i 
tractor, will have tho honor of being 
tho very first individual to ship any- 
thing over the North Fork extension 
of the Kettle Valley Lino railway. Mr. 
Linberg has been cutting cedar poles 
in the Upper North Fork region and 
is now driving these logs down the 
river as far as Lynch creek, where they 
will be loaded on the cars and shipped 
to Chicago and St. Paul. Mr, Linberg 
says that by August 15 tho track 
should be laid to Lynch creek, and be- 
fore that tlmo he will have a suffi- 
cient number of logs piled up at Lynch 
creek to load 20 cars.

Vancouver, July 23. — A bush fire 
which Is causing some apprehension to 
Chief Flrq Warden MacKay is raging 
in the Vicinity of Mageo station on the 
Vancouver & Lulu Island railway to 
the north of the North Ann of the 
Fraser river. The fire early this 
morning was running rapidly through 
some old slashings, but it is feared 
that it will get Into the tall timber 
unless it is found possible to check it. 
Several deputy fire wardens are now 
fighting the flames.

RAILWAY COMMISSION 

Will Hold a Session at Vancouver on 
July 31 

Vancouver, July 23— Communica- 
tions Were received In the city yester- 
day afternoon to the effect that tho 
railway commission will sit In Vancou- 
ver on July 31 at 10:30 a. m„ for the 
consideration of various questions af- 
fecting Vancouver and the surrounding 
district. 

Tho notification to the civic authori- 
ties stated that the applications of the 
Vancouver, Westminster & Yukon rail- 
way, first heard at Ottawa sctme 
months ngo, would be taken up. These 
include tho several applications of the 
Vancouver, Westminster & Yukon, 
and, the Vancouver, Victoria & East- 
ern 'for spurs along the basin at the 
head of False creek, as well as connec- 
tions with the south end of Carrall 
street. 

This matter was taken up at the 
council meeting last night, and the city 
solicitor was instructed to protect tho 
interests of tho city at tho bearing. 
Tho finance committee was delegated 
as the body which should give him in- 
structions on the matter. 

In connection with the discussion on 
the point, Aid. Bird stated that Aid. 
Heaps had recently told him that Mr. 
John Hendry was not favorably dis- 
posed to holding a conference with the 
city on the question of the railway ex- 
tensions as affecting the city's Inter- 
ests, but thai he expected that In 
about ten days' lime a full plan of the 
proposed work of the company would 
be laid before the council. 

Tho notification to tho local board of 
trade stated that the commission would 
take up the matter of the discrimina- 
tion In freight rates In favor of Puget 
Sound points.

Ho will spend a 
Week looking over the ground. He is 
accompanied I-' j* A. L. Bordoo, general 
manager of the White Pass. 

Several years ago, shortly nficr the 
discovery of the copper belt, the White 
Pass caused a preliminary survey of 
a lino through tho camp. Owing to 
delay In the development of the camp 
location Now that capital has begun 
to develop the camp, there Is a reas- 
onable inducement for the building of 
a spur which will mako possible the 
shipment of ores to tho main lino of 
tho. railway at much loss cost than 
now obtains, where all hauling is done 
by Wagons over miles of bad roads. 

As planned by the preliminary sur- 
vey, the spur to the copper belt will 
leave tho main lino of tho White Pass 
& Yukon at a point about seven miles 
to tho south of White Horse. The 
road will bo about twenty-five miles 
in length, running through tho centre 
of tho camp. Aerial and surface trams 
from the various mines will carry the 
ores to the spur. Construction of the 
spur will bo started next spring pro- 
vided it Is determined to build.

Gold in Nome's Bed Rock 
Seattle, July 21.— G. P. Goggln, a 
prominent merchant of Nome, who ar- 
rived in Seattle yesterday, brings tho 
news that gold discoveries have been 
mado near Nome -Which upset aii old 
mining theory thnChas been Credited 
In the Norno district ever since the 
first rush to' the north. It has al- 
ways been believed that no gold could 
bo found In '(Hat country below sett 
level. Three weeks ago, according to 
-Mr. Goggin, the operators, of the Top- 
kock properties, which are fifty miles 
east of Nome, decided to dig below 
tho false bed rock and go down to 
tho real bed rock, with the result that 
thoy mado tho richest strike of tho 
season. Speaking of this, Mr. Gog 
gin said yesterday: 

"I believe the discovery mado at 
Topkock will change the whole mining 
plan at Nome. By going below the 
sea Jovel hunting for gold, the Top- 
kock people not only found a fortune, 
but upset a theory that has been cred- 
ited for years. All Nome properties 
will now bo operated to the main bed 
rock, and I don't doubt but that It will 
mean a great increase in the output 
of this district. 

"Mining in Nome is now assuming 
increased activity. Several big ditches 
are completed and this year's output 
will be big, but if wo had not had last 
winter's labor troubles it would have 
been at least $2,000,000 larger.

PEACE CONFERENCE OPENS. 

Employe and Employer at San Fran- 
cisco Meet to Discuss Relations. 

San Francisco, July 23.— The open- 
ing day of the first Industrial peace 
conference ever held in San • Francisco 
was marked by strong addresses and 
a warm enthusiasm on the part of tho 
delegates that augured well for tho 
success of the effort to bring about 
better relations between employer and 
employes In this city. At tho after-, 
noon and evening sessions fully 1,200 
were in attendance arid close attention 
and ready applause was evidence ot 
tho earnestness with which delegates 
and listeners were considering the 
problems before them. 

The day was ehielly notable for the 
first public appearance of Mayor Ed- 
ward R. Taylor since ho assumed tho 
mayoralty. He formally welcomed the 
delegates to the city In a ringing ad- 
dress that was repeatedly. Interrupted 
with cheers and tho waving of hand- 
kerchiefs'; 

In the . course of his address Mayor 
Taylor said: 

"Let us refuse to be ruled in f muni- 
cipal mutters by parties or politics. 
Let us cease to Inquire whether a man 
is a Democrat or a Republican, a union 
man or a nonunion man. Let us look 
only to the man himself/; 

He announced bis policy in tho ad- 
ministration of his olllce in tho words: 

"It shall bo one ot my most impera- 
tive duties to restore tho charter." 

The morning session was consumed 
In transacting the necessary routine 
business. 

Prof. Adolpli Miller, of the Univers- 
ity of California, was chosen perman- 
ent, ..chairman. 

At the afternoon session in addition 
to tho address of Mnynr Taylor there 
were addresses by A. W. Scott, Prof.

SUGGESTS PUN FOR 
USiMB * SALT WATER 



Provincial Boiler Inspector Out- 
lines a Simple Plan for 
Fire Protection. 



While the council is considering a 
$250,000 plan for redistributing the 
water mains In readiness for the time 
when there will bo enough water to 
fill them, and while live blocks close 
to the heart of the city, lid waste and 
charre.l owing to lack of Witter when 
wanted, a plan for the immediate in- 
stallation at a comparatively nominal 
cost of a system which will forever 
eliminate the possibility of another 
such catastrophe has been submitted 
to the mayor and aldermen. 

S. Baxter, provincial inspector at 
boilers and machinery, suggests such 
a plan, and It is so simple that it nmy 
readily be comprehended by the least 
expert in such matters. 

In brief by the Installation of a pump 
at the city power house at tlie foot of 
Herald street, where steam Is always 
kept up, connected with water mains 
to be laid to strategic points in the 
business portion of the city, unlimited 
water at sufficient pressure can be hat 
at a moment's notice I'm- lire fighting 
purposes from the inexhaustible res- 
ervoir of the harbor. 

Salt water is more efficient than 
tfresh in extinguishing Humes and salt 
water mains are net an experiment. 
They are to be found in many seaport 
cities. San Francisco decided to adopt 
tho system after the earthquake last 
year. Seattle lias also favorably con- 
sidered the plan though the mains are 
hot yet laid. 

Tlie plan is best explained by repro- 
ducing a copy of Mr. Baxter's letter to 
the city council on the subject, The 
letter follows: 
• To the Mayor and Aldermen 

of Victoria city: 

Honorable gentlemen. — As our city 
has again been visile! by a disastrous 
and extensive fire, and a lire which 
could easily havo been held In' con- 
trol at the start could an adequate 
water supply have been available; it 
behoves your honorable body, and the 
citizens of Victoria to devise somo in- 
expensive and quickly installed sys- 
tem Of an abundant water service for 
tho more congested «an.F dangerous 
parts of the city. Permit me to sug- 
gest the following plan: 

"At tlie city power house at lower 
end of Herald street tho city poss- 
esses a largo steam-plant of four 80 
horse-power boilers. Steam is al- 
ways held on those boilers and by in- 
creasing tho staff by one fireman (giv- 
ing 8 hour watches) a man would be 
always on hand to Immediately start 
a lire pump which should bo installed 
thero to draw from tho everlasting 
waters of the harbor. Salt water 
wouLl be more effective for quenching 
iires than tho fresh water. 

A six-inch wtiter main should be 
run, from pump to Herald street up 
to Blanchard avenue. Branches should 
bo run off this main, (a) On Store 
street south to corner of Johnson St., 
or preferably on to Yates street by 
way of Widdington alloy. 

(10 Another branch should run 
north on Government street, as far as 
corner of Pembroke street. 

(c) A third branch run south on 
Douglas street, as far as Johnson 
street. Thoso branches to havo hy- 
drants at corners of each block.

A San Francisco Fireman Says 
Brigade Equipment Is 
e. 



NONE Of IT IS OP TO 



Practically Complete New Outfit is Re- 
quired—Would Use Salt Water 
in Certain Sections 




"You'vo got the firemen — but you've 
Rot no apparatus. What you need in 
lire lighting appliances, and you need 
them badly." 

This was the statement of P. Ernest 
13(1 wards, superintendent of cisterns 
and private supplies of San Francisco, 
son of Fire Supervisor Edwards, who 
held that post for 21 years, and him- 
self an expert fireman of many years 
standing. Ife attended the Christian 
Endeavor convention at Seattle and af- 
terwards coming on to Victoria, and, 
being here, joined the force of volun- 
teers assisting the firemen at the lire 
of Tuesday. 

"What is needed before all else, and 
goodness knows this Is urgently need- 
ed, Is a lot, and a considerable lot. of 
new hydrants. The hydrants In Vic- 
toria are too far removed from each 
other. There should never be more 
than 500 yards Intervening between hy- 
drants, especially In the business dis- 
trict. 

"Fire cisterns are needed, prefera- 
Iblv built in rock With cemented sides, 
'rather than tanks like that at the cor- 
ner of North Park and Quadra streets

TRANSCONTINENTAL RAILS. 

Ottawa, July 24. — The National 
Transcontinental railway commission 
has awarded contracts for Gr>, 57 1 tons 
of steel rails and fastenings. 

The Soo company will receive over 
22,000 tons for the Abltibl section, the 
first half to be delivered on November 
1st, 1008, and the other half in 1000. 
The balance of the rails, over 43,000 
tons, go to the Sydney, N. S., eoni- 
pany. The first half will require to 
he delivered in November 1907, and the 
balance in July, 100S. 

Delivery will be at Kdmundston 
Quebec, and Levis. In round figures 
the cost will be about $1,850,000. 



drant, thus cutting off the stream from 
men on a roof, and anyone knows that 
to shut a stream from men on a roof 
means the Imperilling of the safety of 
these men. With the ..modern double 
hydrant when a line is attached at one 
side a lever Is turned which shuts off 
one-half, and the other hose connected 
at the other side Is not interfered with. 

"Then, again, those double hydrants 
I observe are attached to a four-Inch 
main. A four-Inch main Is far from 
sufficient, I would never put a double 
hydrant to less than a six-Inch main, 
and preferably to an eight-Inch main. 

"As I said before, too, the hydrants 
should be placed at much more fre- 
quent Intervals. Yesterday I had a 
lead of a thousand feet of hoso and 
the stream, well it might as well have 
been squirted from a soda water siph- 
on. I am told there was a pressure 
only of forty pounds or less. 

"In Victoria there Is a large lot of 
territory for the firemen to cover, and 
unless you give them sufficient appli- 
ances they cannot do anything. I 
might suggest, as a further improve- 
ment, that salt water mains he laid in 
the business section, say for three or 
four blocks from the water, or about 
3,000 feet. A large centrifugal pump 
could he installed at the power house 
of the city electrical plant and water 
pumped from the harbor for use in tills 
area. Of course, you could not use 
salt water through the steamers. You 
could Instnl a pump, though, which 
would give a sufficient pressure of wa- 
ter for use In the congested and more 
valuable business blocks adjacent to 
the harbor. 

"Instead of the two horses used to 
haul the lire engines it Is usual In oth- 
er cities to use a three horse hitch, and 
I think this would be a good scheme 
to follow. 

"A lighter truck, with ladders, etc, 
to respond to all rails is also required 
too. but chemicals and hose wagons 
are more urgently needed. 

"I was much impressed with the 
work of those I saw at the tire, and 
noticed that in Victoria there are 
plenty of good volunteers. The major- 
ity knew what they were doing, and 
all they wanted was direction.

Above is the chart of the water pres- 
sure as shown by the official record 
for Tuesday, from midnight June 23 to 
midnight June 24. The chart is auto- 
matically made by a noodle working 
on the face of a paper dial, according 
as the pressure Is raised or lowered. 
The circles show the pressure, from 
the minimum, each succeeding line 
showing ten pounds more than the oth- 
er. The needle traces the record from 
midnight to midnight, the time being 
shown In the margin of the outer cir- 
cumference, on the hours divided off 
by the curved lines to the centre. 

At midnight the pressure Is shown 
to be at sixty pounds, subsequently 
dropping to fifty pounds during the 
earlier watches of the night, from 
shortly after the day began until 1, 2, 
3, and 1 a. in., when the pressure again 



began to rise, until at 6 a. m. it had 
again reached sixty pounds and was 
nearing seventy. At 6 a. m. the pres- 
sure again fell, and as the hours came 
when the busy householder rose to 
take advantage of the early hours for 
sprinkling gardens the pressure dwin- 
dled quickly, particularly from 7 a. m, 
The chart shows the sudden tumble of 
the needle. The blotched places show 
a vibrating needle, which those accus- 
tomed to reading the dlaf say is to be 
read at the lowest, thus between Sand 
'J a. m. the pressure is but twenty 
pounds and continued between 30 and 
10 pounds pressure until 11 a. m., 
quickly rising as soon as the sprinkling 
time ceased at 11 a. in. By noon the 
pressure rose to fifty pounds and by 1 
p. 111. to sixty. The pressure declined 
between 1 and 2 p. m., dropping again 



to fifty pounds and then to forty, where 
it stood when tile fire began. 

Willi the commencement of the 
pumping by the firemen the pressure 
dropped to thirty pounds and was 
maintained at thirty, with occasional 
elevations of five pounds or there- 
abouts, until I p. m., when It became 
less, dropping to twenty pounds at 
times, with occasional variations be- 
tween that point and thirty pounds un- 
til ii p. 111. Aboul 0.30, when the pumps 
were turned on, there was an Improve- 
ment, the pressure rising until at 7 p m, 
the needle showed a pressure ranging 
between fifty ami sixty pounds, which 
obtained until p. m., when sixty 
pounds was recorded, and thence until 
midnight the dial indicated pressure 
between fifty and sixty pounds, which 
was not exceeded.

where the old Deluge tried draught- 
ing in vain yesterday. 

"Steamers are also needed, and need- 
ed badly. That old thing there, see 
the date '1869' painted on it," and .he 
pointed to the old Deluge Merryweath- 
er which is 38 years old, "had better 
bo given to the park board or placed 
In the museum: Unit's all it's of use 
for. Five now and up-to-date steam- 
ers should be secured without delay; 
they would cost about $20,000. Chem- 
ical and hose wagons, preferably of 
the combination type, should be add- 
ed, say one for every steamer, live of 
these costing about $800 each, say 
$1,000 for all. 

"What have you in Victoria?" he 
asked a local fireman. "Three, a Wat- 
rous, Merryweather (the John Grant) 
and the old Merryweather, the Deluge. 
And one of these was out of action, 
oil 7 There, you had two steamers, 
such as they wore, when at least live 
first-class steamers were needed to 
block the lire. These engines you have 
here seem about sixteenth class, or 
thereabouts. 

"Then, again, take the hydrants 
used- Considerable improvement 
should bo made in the matter of the 
hydrants. They are double 2'i Inches, 
ours are double 3 Inches. With the 
hydrants here I found It necessary, at 
the brewery on Government street, 
When fastening a line of hose— It was 
old-fashioned carbolated hose that 
came from Oaklands, they told me — I 
had .to shut off the water at the hy- 



"H Is I lie usual practice after a fire 
to blame the firemen. But you cannot 
blame these firomen, If your mayor 
and aldermen will not give them ap- 
pliances what can they do',' They need 
hose and good hose. Why the "Id car- 
bolated hose brought by the wagon 
from the Oaklands station was out of 
date two decades ago. 

"A trip to Seattle might do your fire 
wardens good. Your class of engines 
are far behind the times as compared 
with those there, and are also far be- 
hind them In size. First-class engines 
should be secured capable of handling 
a thousand gallons of water a minute. 
The engines used here can handle only 
a small portion of this amount of wa- 
ter. 

"An idea of the absurd weakness of 
the stream Used at the fire Is shown 
by the fact that on no lino was It nec- 
essary to use n 'standee.' A 'standee,' I 
may explain, is an appliance 'for hold- 
ing the nozzle when a strong stream Is 
used, and in San Francisco no stream 
which does not require the use of a 
'standee' Is used. 

'.'First, last and foremost, though, you 
must have a better water supply. 
There are many minor things, too, that 
I might call attention to, one of which 
is the lack of helmets. Your firemen 
were utterly without protection In the 
fight against the lire. 

"Yes, you need considerable Im- 
provement. In fact, you need to equip 
the lire department altogether, for It 
is practically without, appliances now-" 



ment, and so far we have been aide to 
avoid it." 

"Is there any likelihood of the New 
Brunswick legislature going before the 
people this coming autumn?" was 
asked.

"How- 
over," added the Now Brunswick pre- 
mier, "we are all good Canadians down 
in tlie province by the sen, and we are 
not jealcus of the expansion of Que- 
bec territory."

[HE NEW DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 

By-law Providing for Borrowing a 
Quarter Million Dollars Will be 
Introduced Friday Night 

One hundred and seven dwellings 
totally or partially destroyed; a prop- 
erty loas of $175,000 and over 250 
people rendered homeless is the re- 
sult of the disastrous fire which de- 
vastated a portion of the northern 
area of Victoria Tuesday afternoon. All 
day yesterday the homeless ones were 
busily engaged in looking for new 
quarters, ami In gathering their ef- 
fects from the various 'improvised 
storehouses, whither the volunteer 
workers had conveyed them. The total 
amount of Insurance is estimated at 
about $02,000, hut it Is probable that 
tills " will be swelled by' additional 
claims for furniture damaged in re- 
moval and for buildings damaged by 
smoke, lire and water. 

The sufferers are all disposed to Lake 
matters philosophically and a spirit of 
optimism is everywhere manifested. 
Little demand has been made upon 
the relief fund for assistance as yet. 

As a result of the avalanche of crit- 
icism which lias been hurled at the 
heads of the mayor and council, the 
city's chief magistrate has been im- 
pelled to call for an investigation of 
the work of the fire department ilur- 
Jng the conflagration. The investiga- 
tion will take place on Friday eve- 
ning next, when the fire wardens in 
the presence of the city council, a 
special meeting of which has been 
called for that evening, will endeavor 
to decide whether a shortage of water 
or defective methods in fighting the 
blaze were responsible for the fact 
that the fire got beyond control In 
Its earlier stages. In the lower levels 
the water gauge stood at 2S pounds 
pressure for the greater portion of the 
time. Criticism continues and it is a 
significant fact that it is still directed 
at the mayor and council. 

As one of the sufferers remarked: 
"If the mayor and council would buy 
less law and more water It would be 
better for the city altogether," and 
comment of a similar nature is every- 
where heard

Atlantic Empresses Will Remain 
Eastern Ocean — Plans For New 
Steamers Being Prepared 



A New Empress liner, larger and 
faster than the three Empresses now 
giving a trl-weekly service between 
this port and Hong Kong, via Yoko- 
hama and ports, is to bo built at once 
to improve the service on the Pacific 
ocean, according to an announcement 
made by Arthur Piers, manager of the 
C. P. H. steamship service, who re- 
turned to Montreal on board the R. M. 
E Empress of Britain on her record- 
breaking trip on Friday last. News 
of the announcement has just reached 
the local office. 

The plans for the new vessel, which 
will nrove a strong factor in the im- 
provement of the mail service between 
Great Britain and Japan and China, 
are now in course of preparation, and 
a start is likely to be. made in con- 
struction at an earlv date From the 
fact that the practical determination 
to build a new steamer for the Pa- 
cific has been reached it is assumed 
that the two present fast steamers, 
the Empress of Britain and the Em- 
Dress of Island, will remain perman- 
ently on the St. Lawrence route. 

Tho three Empresses now In service, 
the Empress of Japan, Empress ot 
China and Empress of India, have 
been running for sixteen years across 
the Pacific and keeping excellent time. 
Since tho accelerated service was com- 
menced with the establishment of the 
Overseas mall service the vessels nave 
been well tried but are still among the 
best of -the "nstwnger steamers on the 
Pacific. It is generally expected, 
though, that they will be replaced by 
newer larger and faster Empresses. 
Three' Intermediate steamers arc now 
used, the Tartar, Athenian and Mont- 
eagle which give accommodation only 
to second class. passengers and 
freight. , , , ,„ 

Nothing has been learned at the lo- 
cal office of the C. P. P. steamship 
company with regard to the new 
steamers for the coast steamship ser- 
vice "When Mr. Piers went to Eng- 
land he not only had plans for new 
Empress steamers, but. he also car- 
ried some sets of plans for a new Prin- 
cess steamer to alternate with the 
Princess Victoria. One of tho sets 
was for a fast ferry steamer with tur- 
bine engines, while the others pro- 
vided for reciprocating engines giving 
a. high speed. 

TWO SEALERS HOME 

Libbie and Jessie Return From West 
Unable to Get Crows 

• The sealing schooners Jessie, .Capt. 
Harry Brown, and Llbble, Capt. J. 
Searle, returned to port yesterday, 
having been obliged to abandon their 
projected cruises to Bering sea owing 
to the failure to get Indian crews. The 
Indians were shipped earlier In tho 
season, but refused to carry out their 
agreements unless more money was 
paid. Tho Indians were quite indepen- 
dent owing to tho large amount of 
work offering at the whaling stations, 
at tho fishing, and elsewhere. The 
Eibblo returned from Nootka, and the 
Jessie from Kyuquot. 

Tho return of the two schooners 
■after more than a month spent In 
vnln endeavor to get crews leaves the 
saling fleet with Indian crews the 
smallest ever sent to Bering sea from 
tbJs port. There are but six vessels, 
tftroe belonging to the Victoria Sealing 
Company, and tho others to indepen- 
dent owners. There are also five ves- 
sels with white crew now hunting off 
Copper Islands which will also be sent 
to Bering sea. 



QUADRA RETURNS 

Sites Selected for Wireless Tefegraph 
Stations on Island Coast 

Yesterday tho government steamer 
Quadra, Capt. Hackett, which took 
Capt. J. Gaudin, agent of marine and 
fisheries, Cecil Dc-utre, commissioner 
of wireless telegraphs tor the Domin- 
ion government, and Messrs. Morse, 
Hughes and Mclntyiv, assistants, to 
the west coast of Vancouver island 
returned to port. Two sites for sta- 
tions on the Island coast were chosen 
during the trip. 

The Quadra left here on Saturday 
last and proceeded to San Juan when' 
she anchored until Sunday morning 
when she proceeded to Pachena Point 
and the officials were landed there. A 
site for the wireless telegraph station 
was selected on the lighthouse reserve, 
adjacent to the new lighthouse tower, 
and work will be commenced at once 
to build the mast and necessary build- 
ings to house the staff and appliances. 
The now lighthouse will be established 
as soon ns tho lantern and apparatus 
are received from the east. 

From Pachena point the steamer 
proceeded to Estevan point where an- 
other landing was made. There a 
sito was selected for the lighthouse 
buildings and also for the mast and 
buildings for tho wireless telegraph 
station. The site has already been 
well cleared and part of the road- 
way, extending a distance of four 1 
miles, has been graded. 

Returning from Estevan point a 
visit was made to Tatoosh where the 
wireless station was Inspected and 
thence the steamer came to Victoria.

EARL OF DOUGLAS TO 
LOAD III GLAYOQUOT 

Steamer to Take First Cargo 
from West Coast Mills Arrives 
at the Golden Gate. 



The British steamer Earl of Douglas 
which reached San Francisco on Tues- 
day fom Newcastle, with a cargo 
of coal, will be the first steamer of 
any size to load at a west coast port 
of Vancouver island. The Earl of 
Douglas after discharging her Aus- 
tralian coat cargo, will proceed to 
Mosquito harbor, Clayoijuot sound, to 
load from 3,500,000 to 4,000,000 foot of 
lumber for New York. The Victoria 
and Vancouver Stevedoring Company, 
of this city has been given a contract 
for loading the vessel. The Earl of 
Douglas Is a new freighter of L',7G1 
tons in command of Capt. Jameson, 
and has been voyaging from New 
York to Port Natal, thence to Sa- 
bang and Shanghai, and from there 
to Newcastle where she loaded a coal 
cargo for San Francisco. She voyaged 
from Australia hi 31 days bringing 
5,895 tons of fuel. 

Another coal laden steamer which 
has arrived at San Francisco from 
Newcastle and is coming to Victoria 
is the steamer Forerlc of the Weir 
line. As soon as she finishes dis- 
charging she will come here and will 
take on a million feet of lumber at 
Chemalnus and a million feet at Van- 
couver, after which she will proceed 
to Puget Sound ports to load general 
cargo and thence will return to San 
Francisco to load cargo and will sail 
from the Golden Gate on or about 
August I'O Inaugurating the new Aus- 
tralian mail line from Puget Sound 
and British Columbia, ports via San 
Francisco to Australia. The Forerlc 
will leave San Francisco on Monday 
for tills port. 

Tho following vessels will be on the 
Australian run: Forerlc, 3,987 tons; 
Yeddo, 4,58.4 tons; Gowanburn, 4,274 
tons; Inverlc, -1 , 7 8 H tons; Aymerlc, 4, IMS 
tons; Aeon, 4,221 tons. The Forerlc 
will be the first to start on the run. 



With Hugs half-masted, owing to the 
death at sea on July 22 of lkuchi Na- 
knmura, a cook, of enteric fever, the 
steamer .Mel Muru, of the Nippon Yus- 
en Kaisha line reached port yesterday 
with 509 passengers, 50 of whom were 
In the saloon, and 4,000 tons of freight 
Including 4,403 mats of rice, 140 bags 
of sugar, 444 tubs of soy, and 2,501 
packages of merchandise, for Victoria. 
The steamer brought some distinguish- 
ed passengers, among them being 
Count Yanaglsawa, a member of the 
Japanese house of peers, bound to Co- 
penhagen to attend the eleventh con- 
gress of tho International Statistical 
institute; Dr. Y. Suminokura, council- 
lor of Kanda-ku district of Toklo, and 
delegate of the associated chambers of 
commerce of Japan to San Francisco; 
K. Suglura, special' correspondent of 
the Hochi Shlmbun, one of Japan's 
"yellow" journals, en route to San 
Francisco to write letters concerning 
tho condition of his countrymen there; 
Dr. Gimlet, B. X., deputy surgeon-gen- 
eral of Hongkong, and wife; Prof. C. 
Toyama, a bacteriologist of the Imper- 
ial Medical college, bound to attend a 
conference at Berlin; Bishop and Mrs. 
Cranston, returning from Japan and 
Korea; Rev. T. X. Thompson, who has 
been at Hsu-chou-fu, Kiangsu prov- 
ince; Mr. and Mrs. Rice and family, 
from Tsing-kiangpu, both of whom 
have been engaged In distributing fam- 
ine reiicf in central China. 

The Japanese landed here formed 
the largest contingent of Immigrants 
from Japan landed for some time. 
There were 2S1 In all, while 1S5 went 
on to Seattle. Nineteen Chinese, eight 
Russians and two Greeks were also 
landed. The Russians and Greeks arc 
workmen, stationary engineers, car- 
penters and mechanics who have been 
working at Vladivostok and Harbin. 

When tho Akl arrived the remains 
of the dead cook, 'lkuchi Nrikamura, 
were removed to the parlors of the 
British Columbia Funeral Furnishing 
Company, from when- the funeral will 
take place this morning. The cofllii 
was covered with the Japanese ling, 
and Capt. Yagi, with his medals gain- 
ed In the Japanese service on his 
breast, read a statement before the as- 
sembled crew, In which he eulogized 
the dead man, and finally as tho other 
cooks lifted 1 ho casket the captain, 
chief oflicer, engineers, and all the 
ship's company followed the flag-drap- 
ed coflin along the wharf to where the 
waiting hearse stood to bear It away.

Rossland, July 23. — The mines dur- 
ing tho past week wero somewhat 
handicapped so far as shipments were 
concerned. They sent 0,295 tons to 
tho smelters, against S.055 for tho 
week ending July 13. All of the 
mines closed clown on Tuesday in or- 
der to give their employees an oppor- 
tunity of joining In the celebration of 
Miners' Union day. The Be Pol was 
prevented from shipping for threo 
days of tho week, owing to the burn- 
ing of a portion of the Northport 
bridge. This cut down tho shipments 
from that mine to a considerable de- 
gree. The development of the prop- 
erties of tho California-Giant is be- 
ing proceeded with. Work is being 
conducted in tho California tunnel, 
where a winze station Is being cut out 
preparatory to sinking a winze. On 
tho lower level' of the Giant drifting 
Is in progress. It will take consid- 
erable time to put fhese two proper- 
ties on a producing basis.

— The strike of the 
men employed in the cotton mills of 
the Suva Morosoff Company, situated 
at Orlekovpsne, in Vladimir province, 
has assumed dangerous proportions, 
This establishment is the largest of 
its kind In Russia. By strong aglta- j 
tlon the men succeeded in bringing j 
about sympathetic strikes in several i 
of the big mills in Moscow, and they ! 
bope to involve tho entire Moscow and ' 
Vladimir industrial region, which 
counts hundreds of thousands of 
workmen. A total of forty thousand 
men are now on strike. The move- 
ment is accomplished by violent agita- 
tion. Troops wore summonsed and hail 
to fire. before, tho crowds would dis- 
perse. A largo number of persons wero 
arrested.

Armament Question , 

Tho Hague, July 23. — Baron Mars- 
Chal von Bieberstein, one of tho Ger- 
man delegates to the peace confer- 
ence, has received Instructions from 
Berlin to oppose tho wording of tho 
British position regarding tho limita- 
tion of armaments. Germany does *ot 
admit that thlfl question is more urg- 
ent today than it was in 1899 when 
tho first peace conference was in ses- 
sion, and she contends that It Is im- 
possible to acknowledge tho urgency 
of disarmament when no practical 
scheme has yet been devised for tho 
reduction of military burdens' 



The steamer Kumerlc, which reached 
William Head Tuesday evening, passed 
quarantine yesterday and at 7 p. m., 
after embarking a pilot here, proceeded 
to Vancouver with 1,205 Japanese on 
board. The Kumerlc left Honolulu on 
July 13 and before leaving efforts were 
made to hold up the vessel. Klshi, 
a Japanese, appeared aa a libelant, 
cleaming $5,500 for meals served to 
the Immigrants while they wero on 
board the steamer in quarantine at 
Honolulu. Bather than have further 
delay the charterers paid the demand. 
For some time about 70 stowaways 
from Funehal, Madeira, were forced to 
remain on board and when permis- 
sion was finally secured to land them 
more Japanese were taken on board. 
The inspectors had refused to grant 
permission for more than 1,200 pas- 
sengers, and as they figured that the 
stowaways from Madeira would re- 
main on board the number of Japan- 
ese was restricted to 1,177. 

The arrangements for the importa- 
tion of the Japanese to Vancouver from 
Honolulu were carried out with de- 
tail. The Honolulu Bulletin says: 

"Moriyama, the representative of 
the Iiotelkeepers' union, who has been 
the leading spirit in the entire mat- 
ter, wlil go in the steamer to Van- 
couver in order to see that everything 
is all right on board. He may de- 
cide to settle permanently at Vancou- 
ver. Cnllllngworth figures that there 
Is but little; danger of the Kumeric's 
being subjected to quarantine at Van- 
couver, as she has already spent eleven 
days In this port and will spend an- 
other eleven days on the voyage, thus 
practically going through a 22-day 
quarantine. He has ordered the doe- 
tors In charge of the medical exam- 
ination of the emigrants to make this 
as thorough as possible In order to 
reduce tho possibility of quarantine to 
a minimum. All the passengers have 
put up the $25, which the Canadian 
government requires that they must 
have In their possession in order to 
be permitted to land. The money 
has been placed In the care of tho 
captain of the ship in order to pro- 
vent the loss of any of It during the 
trip through gambling or in other 
ways." 

MARINE NOTES 

The German steamer Amibla, the 
next Kosmos liner to come north, left 
San Francisco Tuesday for Puget 
Sound. It Is not known whether the 
Anubis will go to British Columbia 
for coal before going to the Sound. 

The United States government has 
chartered four large American ships 
to load coal at Baltimore for the Ha- 
waiian islands. They are- the Bun- 
gulore, Edward Sewnll, Astral and 
John Ena. These vessels will all re- 
turn to the Atlantic coast with sugar 

Repairs costing nearly half a million 
dollars have been completed on the 
Pacific Mall steamer Manchuria, and 
the vessel is now ready to resume ser- 
vice. Sho will sail Aug. S. 

Steamer M. S. Dollar, which reached 
San Francisco from Yokohama, is com- 
ing to Comox for coal. ,

WAS NO PILFERING 

Property of the Homeless Was Held 
Sacred by All 

A pleasant feature of Tuesday's great 
fire was the absolute orderliness of 
| the immense crowds. There was ah- 
1 solutely no looting or even petty pil- 
fering, though thousands of dollars 
worth of movable property lay strewn 
along the sides of the roads. Chief 
of Police Langloy had ten specials in 
addition lo the ordinary police force, 
but not a single attempt at depreda- 
tion came under their notice or was 
reported at police headquarters. Much 
of the stuff lay out all night and it 
was carefully watched by the police. 
But apparently they might as well have 
been homo. There were no signs of 
the most paltry marauder. 

When questioned as to what steps 
if any would be taken in view of the 
fact that the tenderloin district had 
been completely wiped out, the chief 
said: 

"The women will have to leave town 
unless they can at once secure new 
homes in the district they have just 
left. AVe do not intend to take any 
harsh measures ' unless forced to, and 
we shall give them a reasonable time 
to make their arrangements, but they 
will not bo permitted to scatter per- 
manently among the uptown hotels and 
lodging houses Chatham street is 
the only place where they can bo tol- 
erated, and- that is wiped out. The 
result is thnt they will ljave to;go." .. 

CHURCHES DESTROYED. 

Interesting History Attaches to Each 
of the Three, 



The throe churches which were des- 
troyed by Tuesday's lire were all 
among the pioneer structures of the 
city. In two cases the original build- 
ers have all or nearly all passed away 
to the great beyond, and so were spar- 
ed seeing the results of their labors 
of love go up in flames. 
• The Calvary Baptist church was the 
best known and largest of the three, 
and a search of the Colonist files has 
revealed details which may be of in- 
terest to the Baptist community in 
tliis city. 

It appears from these contemporary 
records that the Baptist community 
in Victoria first achieved Individuality 
in December, 1874, when an eastern 
evangelist visited the city. As a re- 
sult of his labors on May 3, ISTti, the 
first Baptist church was opened on 
Pandora street with a membership of 
fourteen. It was but a small edifice, 
36x50. Times were not always good, 
nor the congregation large, and in 
June, 1SS3, the chapel was lost by 
foreclosure of mortgage. 
The Victoria Baptists, however, were

came here and for a long time the con- 
gregations were very large and a most 
valuable work was accomplished. But 
In later years the Indian population 
dwindled considerably partly owing to 
the return of many to the north and 
the attendance has not been quite so 
great. In more recent times Air. AV, 
H. Gibson had charge of the mission 
till he was transferred to Bella Cpbla 
by the Methodist conference. Mr. and 
Mrs. N. Nicholas took his place and 
are still in charge of the work. The 
building which was completely des- 
troyed was Insured for $750. 

St. John's achoolhouso, on Herald 
street nearly opposite the Calvary 
Baptist church, was the third religious 
edifice destroyed in the fire. This was 
also one of the pioneer religious struc- 
tures having been built by the Rev. 
Pcrcival Jenns, nearly forty years ago, 
a substantial addition being made ten 
years afterwards. Siincc that time 
and until its destruction on Tuesday 
It has led an unobstrusive, uneventful 
but exceedingly useful existence. 

ELECTRIC COMPANY'S LOSS

DISCUSS THE PLANS 
FOR THE NEW SCHOOL 



Trustees Take up Matter of the 
Erection of New Building 
in Victoria West. 



The boulevard committee of the park 
board lias decided to recbmipond that 
all boulevarded streets shall be pro- 
pared with six inches of black or oth- 
er good loam over a clay subsoil, but 
where the subsoil is gravelly the depth 
of loam is to he increased to eight 
Inches. The loam is then to bo seed- 
ed down with grass. Trees will also 
be planted 30 Ceot apart unless other- 
wise ordered on all boulevards, and 
all water connections will bo placed 
just inside the curb. 

As the streets already boulevarded 
have not been treated in tin: manner 
now prescribed a fresh assessment will 
b ; necessary to pay for the completion 
of tlie work, but in all now work one 
assessment will be levied to cover the 
entire improvement. 

The board then proceeded to recom- 
mend specific measures for the beauti- 
fying of certain streets, and If these 
recommendations are carried out to the 
letter Victoria will in a short time 
have a system of beautiful drives un- 
rivalled in any city on the continent. 

Both sides of Clarence street, be- 
tween Simcoe and Niagara, and Elfoi'd 
street between Cadboro Bay road and 
Pandora street are lo be planted with 
sycamores. On the south sido of El- 
liot street horse chestnuts are reconi- 
feet apart, with lilacs of 



one color planted between. Both sides 
of Richmond avenue between Oak Bay 
a\cniie and Cadboro Bay road are to 
be beautified with laburnums [15 feet 
opart. Both sldas of South Turner 
street between Simcoe street and the 
Dallas road are to be planted alter- 
nately with. Spanish broom and lilacs 
20 feet apart. On Medina street red 
may is suggested, while copper beaches 
are to adorn the south side of Alich-

But would the properly 
owners of that time have been ready 
to vote for a large and sufficient 
scheme? [ doubt it. Ono of these 
days wo shall have an epidemic of 
fever or of diphtheria from our foal 
system of dumping our refuse in the 
heart of the city, and then perhaps you 
will blame the mayor and aldermen 
and forget that the property owners 
voted down the proposals for an incu- 
bator. AVho prevents the destruction 
of old and perilous buildings? It Is the 
"rights of property" that stand in the 
way and the council is helpless In the 
face of opposition.

Why their arguments and figures 
should apply only to the self-governing 
colonies, who are concerned with less 
who are concerned with less than 
half of the total export trade to 
British possessions, it is impossible 
to understand. If they mean total ex- 
ternal trade, their argument is -worth- 
less; and if they mean total internal 
trade (i. c, within the British Isles), 
some data for this estimate should he 
given, and also how they have discov- 
ered the value of the total trade of 
the United Kingdom, for as every 
trade unionist is aware, there is ho 
authoritative information which gives 
these particulars; 

Tlie Board of Trade some years ago 
estimated that 20 per cent of tho wages 
paid in tills country was in respect of 
goods exported, and since then the 
returns show that these exports have 
more than proportionately increased, so 
that a larger proportion of the total 
wages now earned, should be credited 
to the export trade, and therefore in- 
stead of one-sixth of tho total trade 
the aggregate proportion should be 
much more than that amount. 

The manifesto states that "the vast 
proportion of goods that the Colonies 
do not already buy from us, are goods 
that we cannot produce."

MEXICAN TREASURY RICH 

Forty Millions on Deposit — New Na- 
tional University 

During tho fiscal year just terminat- 
ed a decrease has been noticeable in 
exportat ions, as compared with last 
year. During tho first nine months, 
this is March 31, 1!)07, tho exports were 
valued less by $17,431,032.53 than for 
tho same period of lH0r>-l!)0(i. 

But, as a matter of fact, heavy ex- 
portation of silver has been for the 
purchase Of gold now circulating in 
this country and brought.fr/im abroad 
to such an extent that the government 
alone has on deposit In the national 
bank about $40,000,000, an unprecedent- 
ed condition in Mexican history. Due 
to the plethora, of gold In the- local 
banks, including the government re- 



serve, there has been a notable de- 
crease- in the exportations of silver 
pesos; but, on tho other hand, there 
has been a remarkable increase in the 
volume and value of foreign merchan- 
dise imported into Mexico. Those im- 
ports have increased during the nine 
months mentioned of the current fis- 
cal year $15,323,315 over the imports 
during tho same period in the previous 
year. 

Heavy as have been the imports, 
Mexico, during the nine months of tho 
current fiscal year closing with March 
—about $169,500,000— tho gross exports 
have far exceeded them, thus leaving 
the balance of trade in favor of this 
young nation — Mexico. 

Years before historic Harvard cast 
its classic shadow over the United 
States, .Mexico had a college of high 
repute, located in the City of Mexico, 
and another in the beautiful city of 
Morolla, at that time the capital of 
the huge province of Michoacan, one 
of tho richest provinces of New Spain. 

But hitherto Mexico has had no na- 
tional university. To meet this ob- 
vious need of the country, Hon. Justo 
Sierra, ;u massive personality, both 
physically and mentally, who is at 
present minister of public instruction, 
proposed at the closing session of con- 
gress, the creation by the government 
of a national university, first of its 
kind in this republic. The scheme 
Synthetlzos educational interests in 
Mexico, and Is really necessary to the 
proper organization of public instruc- 
tion. 

In submitting his bill to congress, 
Minister Sierra declared that a nation- 
al university was needed in Mexico to 
unite, co-ordinate and further dlgnifj - 
educational institutions and create a 
school eminently Mexican. A univer- 
sity in Mexico would not follow the re- 
gime or plan adopted In Anglo-Saxon 
countrios, reasons of race and custom 
interfering. Mexico would rather copy 
the French school of professional in- 
struction, which Is more in sympathy 
with Mexican ideals. 



MACHINISTS ON STRIKE 

Chicago. July 23. — A gigantic move- 
ment, to establish a nine-hour work-day 
for union machinists employed by rail- 
roads throughout the Northwest, which 
Is expected to Include blacksmiths and 
bnilerrmnkei's and embrace a total of 
St), 00(1 men, has been launched. 

Tho plan is backed principally by 
the Northwest consolidated district of 
the machinists' union, although the 
blacksmiths and boiler-makers, who 
also have powerful organizations, aro 
looked to for active co-operation on bo- 
half of their respective crafts. The 
Northwest consolidated district em- 
braces all railroads north of the Union 
Pacific lines and west of Chicago. 

A demand will bo made upon them 
tn make the nine-hour day effective 
September 1. For this purpose officials 
of the machinists' union are preparing 
formal notices to bo served upon tho 
railroad companies at the beginning of 
next month, thus giving thorn thirty 
days In which to consider the. plan.
